Soviet Union today accused nine 
doctors, most of them Jews, of 
killing two top Russian leaders 
and plotting the deaths of others 
through faulty treatments. 


An announcement said the doc- 
tors, now under arrest, “incor- 
rectly diagnosed” the fatal illness 
of Andrei A. Zhdanov, a leading 
Politburo member, and “reduced 
the life“ of Alexander S. Scher- 
bakov, head of the chief political 
administration of the Soviet 


army. " 

Broadcast of the announcement 
sent thousands of Muscovites to 
newspaper stands to obtain * 
details. The story was being d 
eussed everywhere, and seems 
destined to cause new and strong- 
er feelings against the groups the 
Soviet press calls Anglo-American 
warmongers, and against Zionist 
organizations.

Tokyo Says U.S. Planes Will Shoot Down 
Intruders — America Approves

» TOKYO, Jan. 13 (AP)—Japan, 
irritated by “at least 20 or 30” 
violations of its borders, today 
warned Russia against sending 
warplanes over Japanese terri- 
tory. Tt 

A foreign office spokesman said 
United States defense planes 
would shoot down intruders if 
necessary. 

The United States had approved 
Japan's announcement in ad- 
vance. 

Japan thus in effect rattled a 
United States saber against its 
old enemy to the north. It did not 
name Russia, but left no doubt 
that’s the country it meant. 

Shortly after the blunt warn- 
ing, Gen. Mark W. Clark’s head- 
quarters announced the Far East 
commander had ordered his de- 
fense chiefs in Japan to take “all 
measures necessary to prevent 
further violations of Japan's se- 
curity or acts which endanger 
United States forces.” 

The United States has the only 
air force in Japan. Under terms

Banning 
high powered rifles certainly isn’t the 
answer. Most of those killed were shot 
at short range. A shotgun slug would 
have been equally fatal and actually 
more destructive due to its larger size 
and greater shocking power. 

What right has anyone to expect 40. 
000 persons to de rfect hunters? 
Could 40,000 people of any category be 
assembled and not — N 5 
percentage of irresponsible uals? 
Every deer hunter is cognizant of the 
dangers involved in the hunt—as are 
the rabbit and squirrel hunters. I be- 
lieve more deaths occur each year in 
those two phases of hunting than in 
deer hunting. 

I say preath caution at all times— 
in all hunting. However, if there is to 
be hunting, there will be deaths.

Truman may someday 


government is going to be discussed from 

me to time this year and next. For that reason 

it is well to get the facts about the situation 
straight at the outset. 

Last April the Post-Dispatch raised the ques- 
tion of the possibility of Mr. Truman as a sena- 
torial nominee to succeed James P. Ken. The 
idea provoked widespread discussion and we 
printed 4 generous sampling of the many letters. 

Later that month the President took himself 
out of consideration for the Senate seat at stake 
in the 1952 election. He said in à press. confer- 
ence with the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors that he did not think it fair for him to 
use the prestige and influence ofthe office of 
President in a campaign against candidates who 
were without such prestige and influence. 

Mr. Truman then said that he would not want 
to run against Senator Thomas C. Hennings Jr. 
when the latter’s term expired in 1956. Since 
there is no senatorial election in Missouri in 
1954, the next senatorial election, not involving 
Senator Hennings, does not come until 1953, 
when Senator Symington’s term expires. 

But if Mr. Truman would like to return to 
Congress he does not need to wait until some 
distant senatorial opening. As it happens the 
situation with respect to a seat in the House of 
Representatives is made to order for bim. 

In the last on of Congress, the Fourth 
District, which includes Mr. Truman’s home city 
of Independence, was represented by Leonard 
Irving. Democrat, a president and business agent 
of an AFL Construction and General Laborers’ 
local. Mr. Irving got himself involved in trou- 
bles and managed to compile a substantial rec- 
ord of absenteeism. When he ran for re-election 
last November, he was defeated by a newcomer, 
Republican Jeffrey P. Hillelson of Independence. 
Thus the President's district is now represented 
by a Republican. Doubtless one of the goals of 
Missouri Democrats in 1954 will be to recapture 
it for their own party. 

As a result of the congressional redistricting 
voted by the Missouri Legislature last year, the 
new Fourth District includes not only President 
Truman’s home town of Independence but also 
the site of the proposed Truman library and the 
retiring dent’s birthplace, Lamar. It con- 
sists of four Kansas City wards, all of Jackson 
county outside Kansas City and Cass, Bates, Ver- 
non, Barton, Lafayette, Johnson and Henry 
counties. 

If Mr. Truman should run for the House and 
be elected, he would enjoy the distinction of be- 
ing one of three Presidents to serve in Congress 
after leaving the White House. 

John Quincy Adams was a Senator from Mas- 
sachusetts before he became President. After 
his retirement from the presidency, Adams was 
elected to the House in 1830 and served a total 
of 17 years. Andrew Johnson was a Representa- 
tive from Tennessee from 1843 until 1853. In 
1857 Johnson became a Senator—a post to which 
he was returned in 1874 in what amounted to a 
home state “vindication,” following the im- 
peachment battle of his presidential term. 

Harry S. Truman has served nearly eight of 
the most trying years in the history of the coun- 
try. He has learned much that would be of great 
benefit to Congress and particularly to the 
House with its 435 members.

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Norway Under the Gun 


~The North Atlantic Couneil's decision to 
finance construction of a new air base in Aretic 
Norway has stimulated a violent propaganda 
reaction in Moscow. Norway holds the vital 
northern flank in NATO’s defense plans, and the 
Russians intend to prevent strengthening of that 
area if at all possible. 

Part of the current difficulty stems from Nor- 
way's policy when it entered NATO. Under, 
Soviet pressure, it announced that foreign 
troops would not be permitted on its territory 
“as long as Norway is not attacked or threatened 
with attack.” SHAPE military men insist, how- 
ever, that Norway cannot be defended unless 
American airmen are stationed there. 

Quite obviously the Russians do not relish 
the thought that American aircraft might be 
based so close to Moscow. And yet Norway’s 
role in the overall strategy of western defense 
is so vital that military commanders are bound 
to press for it. 

For one thing, Russian bombers en route to 
Great Britain most certainly would have to pass 
over Norway; for another, Soviet submarines 
slipping out of the Baltic to attack ied sup- 
ply lines in the Atlantic could be dealt with 
most effectively from Norway. a 

There are signs that the Norwegians are com 
ing around to the Allied view that they cannot 
provide their own defense. But the policy bar- 

ring foreign troops is still in effect and probably 
will remain so until after next fall’s parliamen- 
tary elections. Norway sits under the gun and is 
not likely to make a decision of this kind with- 
out the support of its people. The effect of that 
decision will be felt throughout the West. 
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A Football Cartel, Maybe? 

During that bit of its time which was not de- 
voted to considering violations of its amateur 
code, listening to appeals for its relaxation, or 
prescribing just how football coaches should 
conduct themselves, the Washington meeting of 
the National Collegiate Athletic Association re- 
newed its policy on the televising of football. 

This means that in the next season, as in the 
last, only one “big” game will be available each 
week for those football fans from coast to coast 
who have become convinced that a leather easy 
chair is better than a hard stadium seat for 
watching linemen knock each other down and 
backs trying to get over or around the tangle. 

Of course the N. C. A. A. character-builders are 
well aware that the stadium seat may be worth 
as much as $6.60 and that there are a lot of them 
to be sold, whereas it is pretty hard to collect 
from the man in the leather easy chair. Sure, 
there are TV sponsors with checkbooks, but if 
half-a-dozen or more of them begin to offer rival 
attractions on a national or even a regional ha- 
sis, will it not be difficult to sell stadium seats? 
And athletic department bills do run high, espe- 
cially in the fall of the year. 

So the N. C. A. A. quite plainly is trying to keep 
down competition. There are some schools, nota- 
bly Notre Dame and the University of Pennsyl- 
vania, which are not very happy about this. They 
would like to be on TV every Saturday, instead 
of just once or twice in a season—or maybe not 
at all, The easy chair fans are not very happy 

either. They want to see some other game than, 
gay, 1 on on a given Saturday. 
And then there are the TV stations and the TV 
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do? Where is the Sherman anti-trust law? What 
about the Clayton act? Why doesn’t the FCC do 
something?

This would save $20,000,000 for all 
taxpayers. It would be fairer to those who are 
least able to pay a tax on necessities. 

In these and other recommendations the new 
Governor has given the Legislature a sound but 
heavy program for 1953. The legislators have 


five months in which to do the work, For this 


reason, and because the Governor’s program is 
constructive, legislation should not be allowed 
to flounder because of partisanship. 

Phil Donnelly’s message is an effective re- 
quest for the Democratic Senate and Republican 
House to work together for the good of Missouri. 
The accomplishment will require strong leader- 
ship from the Executive Mansion. 
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Reverse Logic 

The case of Refugio Roman Martinez is the 
latest example of our illogical immigration poli- 
cy. Under a Supreme Court ruling, Martinez 
must be deported because he joined the Com- 
munist party for several months in 1932, four 
years after he came from Mexico. 

To show how unreasonable this Is, suppose 
that Martinez were still in Mexico, and now 
sought admission to the United States. He had 
joined the Communist party briefly in 1932. 
Would that preverit him from entering this 
country? The answer is, not necessarily. For the 
new McCarran immigration law permits entrance 
of aliens who followed: totalitarian causes but 
have been “reformed” for five years. 

Though the Martinez case arose under a 1940 
law, still the courts had to notice that the 1952 
McCarran Act only made deportation absolutely 
certain. In short, that act deports an alien for 
reasons which would not necessarily bar him 
from entering the country. This reverse logic is 
just one more item in the McCarran Act which 
calls for change. 
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Key Spots for Missouri 

Rarely has a freshman Senator réceived com- 
mittee assignments of the importance of those 
which have gone to Stuart Symington. Missouri’s 
junior Senator will serve on the minority side 
of the Armed Services and Government Opera- 
tions Committees. This is a reflection of the 
general esteem in which Senator Symington is 
held in Washington, made all the more evident 
by the fact that Senator Long of Louisiana 
agreed to give up his place on the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee so that the Missourian could be 
assigned to it. é 

Senator Hennings’ committee assignments in 
the new Congress will be no less important. He 
will serve on the Judiciary Committee, to which 
he has moved from the Public Works Committee, 
and on the Rules Committee. The Judiciary 
Committee passes on all appointments to federal 
courts and the Rules Committee deals with the 
rules under which the Senate operates. 

By ¢oincidence each of Missouri's Senators 
will serve on a committee headed by one of the 
members of the G.O.P. “Class of *46” who was 
re-elected. Senator Symington will be on the 
minority side under Senator McCarthy of Wis- 
consin on Government Operations and Senator 
Hennings will be a minority member under Sen- 
ator Jenner of Indiana on Rules. 

_ Prior to committee assignments Senator Hen- 
nings was already in a key place as secretary of 
the Democratic Conference and hence a member 
of the Democratic Policy Committee. «The Dem- 
ocrats will be in the minority, but Missouri’s two 
Democrats will be in strategic spots. 
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Hate That Miracle 

Our heart goes out to John M. Reeves, presi- 
dent of Reeves Bros., Inc., manufacturers of tex- 
tiles.

The United States can quickly become 
the world's worst-hated nation by follow- 
ing the recommendations of the so-called 
Paley report, according to Ira B. Jorale- 
mon, famous San .Francisco mining engi- 
neer and consultant. 

The. Paley report is that of the Presi- 
dent’s Materials Policy Commission. In es- 
sence it says that we will need enormous 
quantities of minerals that we do not have 
if our economic boom is to continue. It 
recommends buying them from the rest of 
the world at the lowest prices which will 
preserve international friendship. 

Mr. Joralemon told the American Min- 

Congress convention in Denver in a 


little-noticed paper that the free world just 


doesn’t have the metals necessary to feed 
our enormous growth; and that at best it 
can do so only by stunting its own growth 
to feed ours. 


The essence of the Paley report is not 
that ours is a have-not nation, he said, but 
that this is a have-not world. with not 
enough metals to build a material civiliza- 
tion and a standard of living like that of 
the United States. 

e facts show, not that we lack raw 
materials more than the rest of the world, 
but that we use them with a reckless prod- 
igality that no source of supply could 
keep up with,” said the famous mining 
engineer. 


It Is Real Isolationism' 


“If the rest of the free world approach- 
ed our living standards, consumption of 
mineral raw materials would increase six 
times. There isn’t any such supply in the 
world. The (Paley) report recognizes this, 
“but assumes that our use of metals will 
continue to increase, in proportion to pop- 
ulation, more rapidly than that of other 
‘parts of the world. 


“This would inevitably cause increasing 
hatred against us by all the people that 
are falling further behind us in the race 
for greater comfort and material security. 
It is the real isolationism. It can result 
only in an eventual war in which we will 
be the lonely fat boy with a big stick of 
candy, surrounded by hungry toughs.” 

He said the Paley commission, so-named 
because it was headed by William S. Paley, 
head of Columbia Broadcasting System, 
forecast continued “explosive growth” of 
the United States, which would result in 
more than doubling our use of metals and 
minerals in 25 years, even though popula- 
tion would increase only 27 per cent. 

The commission also forecast that the 
rest of the free world would use but little 
more metal than at present—meaning, Mr. 
Joralemon says, that the report assumes 


people will make little progress toward 
— — living standards outside the United 
es. 

For example, the Paley report says the 
United States used about 23 ds of 
copper per person in 1950, and will use 
about 26 pounds in 1975. 

In contrast, the most advanced other 
“free world” countries used only 6.6 
pounds of copper per person in 1950, and 
the Paley commissioners think they will be 
using only about 8.8 pounds in 1975. 

The so-called “backward” friendly na- 
tions, which include all of South America, 
Africa and India, use only one-third of a 
pound of copper per person per year, and 
this is expect. d to increase only to a little 
more than half a pound in the next 25 
years. 


Putting Our Friends on a Dole 


These figures show that the commission 
expects the already-enormous gap between 
our high living standards and those of 
other free nations to become even greater, 
rather than less, Mr. Joralemon said. 

“But the other ‘free nations’ must be 
able to use a much greater share of their 
own and other resources, if they do not 
follow the hungry hordes of the Northern 
Asiatic countries in accepting the vain 
promises of Communism,” he added. 

“In an age in which the resurgence of 
the ‘backward’ nations almost amounts to 
a revolution, how can we expect to keep 
their friendship if we dole out to them 
mere pittances of their own resources? 

“For it is in effect a dole. .. . The com- 
mission advocates a ‘planned economy’ on 
a scale never before dreamed of.. . to 
bring about a rapid increase in foreign 
production of raw materials we want for 
our fantastic demands, take what we de- 
sire, and let them have what is left. 


Way a Wise Old Man Put It 


“Perhaps the worst feature in the world- 
wide planning that is advocated by the 
commission is the self-satisfied claim that 
it is based on ‘enlightened self-interest.’ 
Enlightened self-interest is just a fancy 
term for selfishness that you think you 
can get away with. NS eee 

“A wise old man once sald that the most 
important moment in history was the one 
when a hog first backed away from the 
trough and said: ‘After you, my dear.’ 

“The (Paley report) recommendations 
suggest we have not yet reached this stage 
of development. If we are not willing to 
allow the rest of the world to catch up 
with us in living conditions, let us at least 
not make this greed a matter of avowed 
public policy.”

The emergency gency faced by the 
St. Louis County Health Depart- 
ment because of inadequate funds 
will be discussed at a public meet- 
ing at the Clayton City Hall next 
Tuesday at 8 p.m. The meeting 
is sponsored jointly by the county 
health and hospital advisory 
board and the Social Planning 
Council of St. Louis and St. Louis 
county.
